Maybe not 
as a depression baby, but certainly as 
a young boy who grew up in the 
depression when times were simple 
and had to be home made most of the 
time. 
“The fellow that wrote about play in 
the depression told about making 
roller 
skate 
go-carts 
made 
with 
orange crates and skates fastened on 
a 2x4 board. We remember those. 
Then there were the rubber guns that 
used ammunition made from slices of 
inner tubes and this was in the 
day before tubeless tires. The big 
rubber bands were fastened with 
clothes pins or else in notches cut 
along the top of the board used as the 
stock of the gun. 
“There used to be tractors built 
with an empty spool of thread, a 
rubber band, two match sticks and a 
washer carved from soap. Kids used 
to spike tops and shoot marbles and 
play shinny and kick the can. It seems 
to 
us 
that 
young 
boys 
of 
that 
generation spent more time fighting, 
wrestling around on the ground, than 
the boys do in this day and time.” 
In reading over this column we can 
see that kids of this generation would 
have certain problems in trying to 
match these types of entertainment, 
In the first place they would have a 
hard time finding an orange crate and 
what 
inner tubes you 
could find 
wouldn’t make very good rubber 


guns. 
And even if you could find the 
materials there would likely be some 
do-gooder around someplace telling 
you how unsafe your toys were. 
We can just imagine what some 
government agency would have had 
to say about those grass burrs we 
used to throw at each other And we
